In the State of Michigan, the 
present minimum is $10 a week 
for 9 weeks and the maximum, 
$30 for 26. weeks. 

Nationally, for every business 
with less than four employees, an 
average of 1.75 workers would 
gain coverage. 

Using this average locally, some 
117 people in Crawford County 
would be added to those now pro- 
tected.

the catch of wild fish from Mich- 
igan streams. 

About 300 inland lakes are re- 
stocked annually with hatchery 


and brooks. This provides “bonus” 
trout fishing, since many of these 
lakes are not conducive to trout 
reproduction. 

There are also approximately 
25 Special trout ponds, most of 
which are located in the southern 
part of the state, that are stocked 
with hatchery trout. These ponds 
are governed by special regula- 
tions and afford a limited amount 
of angling to fishermen who can- 
not make a fishing trip to the 
north, 

The Department expects to 
make 25 percent of its 1959 trout 
plantings before the April 25th 
opener. 

Fishing . information covering 
other seasons, creel and size lim- 
its is included in the 1959 Mich- 
igan Fish Law Digest which is 
available free from license dealers
